Alive to the necessity for the adop- 
tion of 4 similat system in connectiow 
with the parcel post, the government 
has decided to amend the act during 
the present session so that all pack-

age of contents. This was ‘the only 
weakness in connection with the gov- 
ernment system, but it was a strong 
one, and by remedying it the public 
and merchants will be greatly bene- 
fited. How this matter came to be 
overlooked is remarkable>but so long 
as it will be speedily remedied but 
little harm will have been created by 
the omigsion. 

No doubt, as tne insurance system 
of the express companies has enabled 
them to kep up their transportation 
rates in spite of the lower rates 

_ charged under the parte! post system, 
when the‘act is amended the express 
companies will lower their. rates on 
parcels in-order to protect themselvés 
against loss through competition, In 
“any event, the parcel post will always 
have an advantage. over the express 
pareels delivery, because the. post will 
reach hundieds of places which the 
express companies can encompass 
neither directly nor indirectly, through 
lac of trangportatikon facilities be- 
yond railway points.

There are certain East Indian flies, 
several varieties of them apparently 
of similar type.to dur own Louse fay- 
orile.

On the other hand, gas has been in 

“ general use only about a quarter of a 
century.

_  A-cubic foot of good natural gas by 
combination with oxygen will develop 
in round numbers about 1,000 B. .T. U. 
A ton of the best coal, by combination 
with oxygen, will develop about 28,- 
000,000 B.T.U. In other words, there 
can be developed by the perfect com- 

\ bustion of one ton of the best coal as 
much heat as can be developed by the. 
perfect combustion of 28,000 cubic 
feet of natural gas. On this theoreti- 
cal basis of heat units, gas at 30 eents 
a: thousanad would cost as much as 
coal $4.80 a ton, and the claim of 
expense would seem to be sustained.

Better let 
a little heat go up the flue than not 
produce any heat to go anywhere. 

The perfect combustion of one cubic 
foot of gas produces at Teast 40 cubic 
feet of gaseous products, which are 
deadly to fire or life. These must be- 
got rid.of or it will smother the fire 
and prevent getting the good of the 
gas. 

Except the hiss of the gas escaping 
from the mixer orifice q gas fire 
should be silent. Roaring and blow- 
ing indicates imperfect combustion. 
If the fire roars, too much air is being 
taken through the mixer,” If reducing 
the air to the point. where roaring 
ceases, causes white tips:on the jets, 
the supply of gas is in excess of the 
capacity of the burner. White in a 
gas flame is caused by unconsumed 
carbon, and is accompanied by the 
production of carbon monoxide and 
reduction of heat. 

But in examining a-gas flame do 
not confuse the color produced by. 
dust with that produced by uncon- 
sumed carbon, The more perfect the 
fire the more quickly it is colored by 
dust in the air. 

Gas will not burn at a csanbaere 
much below that of red-hot iron. When 
a jet of burning gas impinges on a 
sheet’ of cold iron that part which is 
‘chilled ceases to burn, becomes mixed

with the abe dioxide’ tooie. the 
burning gas, and is rendered incom- 
bustible, An excellent. way to get 
large gas bills and small results 1s to 
place a burner'so that the gas escap- 
ing from the jets impinges directly 
against the crown sheet of the boiler 
or furnace. 

But in getting the, good of the gas; 
it is also necessary to see that the fuil 
measure of heat is developed, but also 
that the heat, is delivered.to the hopse. 
It profiteth nothing to develop by the 
burning of the gas to a thousand 
B.T.U., and then have 60 to 75 per 
cent. of this go up the flue. 

The’ perfect combustion of & foot 
of gas result in at teast 40 cubic feet 
of, heated gases and stedm, and the 
heat must be taken’ from this and 
transferred to water or air. The usual 
method has been to try to get the heat 
from the flame and treat these gases 
as waste products. And they have 
been the products through which. the 
greater part of the heat developed by 
the. combustion of the gas has been 
wasted. 

To get the good of the gas we must 
get the heat from these gases, and do 
it without interfering with their free 
escape to the flue, for if crowded back 
on the fire they will interfere with 
the development of the heat. 

In aceomplishing this, two import- 
ant facts must be regarded. 

Gases do not give off heat by radia- 
tion. They must come in contact with 
the cooling surface. 

Air cannot be heated by radiation. 
It must come in contact with the heat- 
ing surface im order to be heated. 

oy regarding tnese principles, the 
development by the perfect combustion 
of gas of all the possible heat units, 
and the fullest possible extraction of 
the heat from the products of com- 
bustion, apparatus has. been produced 
which on scientific tests has shown 
the delivery o&from 80 to 90 per cent. 
of the heat that can be theoretically 
developed by the combustion of the 

Taking 85 per cent. and estimating 
coal on the usual basis of 40 per cent. 
and gas at 30 cents would make the 
expense for gas equal to that of the 
best’ grade of coal at $3.90 a ton. 

And in connection with this calcula- 
tion it must be remembered that in 
the use of coal there fs always a con- 
siderable loss in moderate weather 
owing to the fact that when the house 
has been sufficiently heated it is not 
always possible to immediately re- 
duce the consumption of fuel. ~~~ 

By “getting the good of the gas” it 
is thérefore possible to enjoy a civil- 
ized home without unreasonable ex- 
pense.
